Manhood Suffrage and the Independent 
Organ. 

Iti'ran old trick of government cliques 
and politiclanH, leagued together to defeat 
popular rightd and refoim, to propagate Rome 
extreme doctrine 80 far in advance uf that 
the country seeks to establish, as to throw 
iidiciile upon, or draw public attention from 
the real question at issue. The plan of ope- 
rations in such case*, is to pretend to an ex- 
treme liberality, as if to rebuke the coun- 
try for aslcing loo lillle, while lome more 
radical measure is put forward — which how- 
ever, its supporters are sure will not be 
carried out— but which for its apparent liber- 
ality ca^ts the true issue into the shade, 
and thus often defeats the demands of the 
people for practicable reform. This is pre- 
«iaely the game which has been and is still 
being'played by the government intriguers, 
the Hudson Bay monopolists and their or- 
gaiiii^ For two years the country has been 
struggling to throw off the petty despotism 
of the Company and its Chief-factors, and 
to inaugurate certuin needful reforms. 
The time was when the opposition to every 
sort of improvement wus open, avowed, and 
generally successful ; but now they find that 
their power is about to be curtailed, it is ne- 
cessary to resort to deception and hypocrisy 
to accomplish their purposes. The lirsl step 
in^the new policy is to establish an organ, 
instructed, it appears, to advocate the 
most liberal and radical measures, to ap- 
plaud everybody and every thing likely to 
meet with popular favor, while it might, 
for the sake of appearances, villify its friends 
and masters without stint. Thus when the 
country demanded a reduction of the qual- 
ifications of voters and Representatives, 
though the government, its adherents, and 
its Council resisted, the goTernment organ, 
— established, paid and fed out of the govern- 
ment crib, — took the other tack, and began 
to disparage the motives and objects of 
the Reform party, as illiberal, and to con- 
trast them with its popular bobby of **man> 
hood snflrage." It has continueil to waste 
itself, more or less, on that topic ever since. 
If ' any man' can conceive of a strictly gov- 
ernment organ opposing tn.(oto,tbe govern- 
ment's policy—- he may be able' to recognii«e 
in that organ, an independent, high-toned 
journal. 'It' being a self-evident fact .hat 
the organ could not even exist, much less 
grind out an opinion, without the permission 
of its masters, — its paradoxical proceedings 
can be accounted for in no other way but 
by supposing there is a perfect understand- 
ing between the powers that be, and " the 
man at the wheel," that if the ship of state 
should go to destruction, under their united 
command, the odium may be shifted fruna 
the shoulders of one. to the other, till it finds 
no place to rest. But where every act of 
the go.vernment and. its minions, has been 
opposed to a. liberal franchise, who will be- 
lieve that the vaporings of the government 
organ about " manhood sulTrage," are really 
anything but hypocritical dodges, fot; tiinister 
purposes, Huw vain then are the attempts 
of such a journal to appear liberal and in- 
dependent ! 

Tne country is supposed to know its own 
wants. The franchise law which the people 
demanded was enacted ; but true to it« op- 
poiition iiistino's, the organ continues to 
harp upon manhood sulfraga, berates the 
Legiulaiura for not ailoptiiig it, and counsels 
the people to be content with "nothing 
abort." If there was Ibe least fear that man- 
hood suffrage was no']|tr^abou\ to be demand- 
ed byjh'e poiiDtry,|6r had 'the .Reform party 
taWen iti^aiiii^io favor of tbatd'ootrine, who 
does,not know, that the .whole troop of gov- 
ernnient adherents and its organs would be 
" tooth uid toe-nail " ,ag«|n8t^ Jt T^uusjf 
tfie'or^an 'puts 'forth liberalViewa'of popular 
rights, by permission, for a purpose, it hon- 
estly entertains such sentiments about as 
much as the Emperor of Austria. Its policy 
is easily fathomed ; yet to the uninitiated 
world, its course presents a novel feature in 
politics — that of a government mouth-piece 
taking the lead of the people in matters oi 
refoim. 

We are by no means opposed to thtj prin- 
ciple ot universal suffrage, when it is prac- 
ticable and demanded by the country. But 
wti^jt.tbat.time comes, we shall -expect to 
find out rabidly progressive governmental 
ootempprary " out of sight " ahead of man- 
hood Buflrage, promulgating, perhaps, the 
rijg^^t'jof aliens . to vote and hold office, or 
some other advanced theory which shall 
neifviB'to gratifjl its self-sufliciency and its 
opposition to popular feeling and reform.

Bench Diggings Faying Well. 
Rip Van Winkle's Bar, Nov. 14, 1859. 
EuiroH Colonist. — Ttie uiitici, aiiuns 
which we have had with re;^ard to the 
various flats, so numerous in this vicinity, 
paying good wages, notwithstanding an 
uriual but imperfect mode of prospecting 
thum, have Lieen realized — in fact, have ex- 
ceeded our most sanguine expectations. 
Swartz & Co. commenced rtiuniiig a out, a 
few..weeka' ago, into a flat which forms the 
third bench or elevation from the river, in 
order to make a tail-racis ' for their .tluices, 
and likewise to enable them to test their 
ground in a thorough manner. Whilst they 
were engaged in shoveling the paying 
stratum into their sluices, they realized SIO 
per day to the man. There are several 
ccmpanies — White men and Chinese — al- 
ready at work still higher up in what 
might be t(;;;a(!.J the fourth bench, it hiding 
much easier wurked than the third, and it in 
paying extremely well. Some are making 
ad high a.s 820 per day to the band. Our 
expectations being now fully realized, ac- 
cording to the calculations we formerly 
made, we are satisfied to settle down for 
another season at least. Snow on the 
mountains,. winter approaching, we cannot 
do much this fall, as the mountains are 
being clad in their snow-whitu caps, which 
will form a congealed barrier to our shear- 
ing the golden fleece for a few months to 
come; but when Spring returns auain wiih 
her gentle zp[)hyrs and mollifying breatli,vve 
will again resume our labors and hope to 
be enabled through the coluiniiH of the 
Colonist to show to the world not by figures 
uf rhetoric but by figures of arithmetic that 
we don't burrow into the mountains for 
nothing. 

The Miners preparing for Next Season's 

Campaign. 
A numbni of us intend, in a short time, to 
go down to Victuri.i to purcliii.so provisions 
fur the ensuing season, as by so doing we 
shall curtiiil our e:(pen8ea by avoiding the 
exorbitant prices which are usually charged, 
during winter and Spring, on nrticlcH of fnod, 
which is quite an item in the daily expendi- 
ture of the miner. The balanoo that will 
remain will employ themselves in getting out 
sluioo lumber and making othcrprcpnrutions 
for the spring campaign. They will have a 
more agreeable time of it this season than 
last, as they can now provide thenisDlvcs 
with all the esculents known in the vc^otiilile 
kingdom, from the ranch of Go.irj^o Woiivcr 
& Co., which besides being u»ed as tiiiste- 
nnnce for the inner man, will be very bene- 
ficial as an anti-scorbutic, and fur which pnr- 
po.<!c they necessarily ought to be used in 
these high latitudes. 

The Bye-Iiawa, &c. 
I had the pleasuie ot conversing with his 
Honor Judjje Begbie, on the bye-laws, when 
on his return to Victoria from his late tour 
lhrou;,'h the mineral portions of this Colony, 
lately issued by tiis Excellency the Gover- 
nor, and by which the miners throughout the 
length and breadth of British Columbia are 
to be giiiiled in the future, if not otherwise 
amendeil. His Honor the Judge seems to 
think they will work admirably, having b'^en 
got up with great care and attention as to the 
general interest of the miner, by wise and 
experienced men from various portions of 
tde world where gold is now obtained. But 
I would now inform his Honor, and all oth- 
ers who may take pleasure in reading this 
letter, that if article 3 of said bye-laws is en- 
forced for three months in the ensuing 
spring, it will cause an exodus from the 
country greater than tnat which took place 
during the Indian difficulties of August, 
1858. 

The bars on the river are being now 
workeil to luch an extent that they are no 
longer remunerative by the usual mode uf 
working them, viz. the rocker. Miniii).- 
thereforein the future will bn confined en- 
tirely to the flats extending bank from the 
river, which, as far as prospeuted, pay well. 
Much work, however, has to be done before 
they will be in good working shape. They 
ire generally covered with from 10 to 15 
feet of sand, which is not at all auriferous, 
and must be cleaned off before getting to 
the paying strata. 

Dilcheii, therefore, have to be ilug perhaps 
for miles, for this purpose. " Serious inci- 
sions" liavB likewise to bo made into the 
banks, for tail races for sluices, and various 
other expensive op. rations, too numerouit to 
mention, have to be made before realiKinu 
a cenl.and to think that we are to be confine>l 
down to 25 It. by .10 feet of ground to each 
licenxed miner, as slated in Rule 3 of the 
late Bye-Law, would not by any means 
jurttify such expensive ope-ations. Hence 
the result would bo a stampede from the 
mines. Towns and villages now in a flour- 
iiliing condition, at various points on the 
river, would become entirely dtiserled, and

LlIlKllATION OF M. JULLIEN. — li. Jullieil 

who has been a prisoner in llie French 
prisoner of Cliohy since the beginning of 
Aluy, has been set at liberly by a decree of 
this Imperial Court, reversing a judgment of 
the Tribunal of Commerce. The circuinj 
fltanres were simply these. Fn 18.')2, M 
Jullieil being in Loiuloii, obtained from ttie 
Home Seoriilary a ecrtificato uii<Jer the act 
of 1841, eoiiferrint^ upon liim the rights in 
the iiiiitbtl kingdom of a natural born(« ubjeet 
( except iiig ill way. s the tijihl to be a member 
of piirliameiit or of Her Rliije^ty's privy 
council), and he took an oath of allegiance to 
the Queen accordingly. On coming to I'aris 
this year M. Jullieu was arrested or. mesne 
proce,ss by a money changer of the Faiiburg 
St. Honore, named Delupierre, to whom 
had been indorsed a bill of exchange ao-, 
cepteJ by M. Jullien in favor of a Mr. 
Chappell of London. The only ground on 
which the arrest could bi! inaintiiined was 
thai M. Juliien was a foreigner, for one 
Frenclirnaii cannot arrest another on mpsii* 
proces.s. The day after his arrest M. Jullien 
declared himself a bankrupt, and an ap- 
plieatioii was subsequently made to the 
Tribunal of Commerce, praying for an order 
for his ilisiiharge from custody. This court 
hold that the eti'ect of the certilioate which 
M. Jullien had oluained in Eimlaiid was to 
atrip him uf the rights of a Frencliman, and 
that he was not oiuilled to the hene ii nf 
tlie Francli lir.nkrnptcy laws. The Ini|ii'i- 
ial court, in reversiim the ertoneous jndii- 
ment ot the court below observed thai the 
oalh (if iillegiancu taken under the statute 
of 1814 wu.'s nothing more in eliect than a 
formal recognition of that local and lian*l- 
lory allftgiance which every foreigner owes 
to the Queen of England, from the mere 
fact ot his living under her protection. 

Boat Foomd. — We are requested by Mr. 
Henty A. Webster, of Neeah Bay, to state 
;. that on the 2dth of last month the IiiJian^ 
' picked up a boat, that was drifting into the 
Bay bottom up. She is painted white, is 
20 feet long, 6ft. 8in. wide, with square 
stern. She was evidently a ship's jolly 
boat and had been capsized. The wind 
had been blowing from E. N. E. for three 
preceding days, and it was conjectured that 
the boat hail drifted from Race Hocks. She 
is not much damaged, and can be easily 

repaired. 

Hij E.vcellency has ju.st issued a 
proclamation, in which it is slateil " tlint 
the following moneys anti tolls shall be 
levieil on all wares, uoods, and inerch.Tiiirize 
carried into British Columbia, from the 1st 
January, 18ii0 : twelve shillings for every 
ton of wares, gnods, and merchanilize trans- 
ported or taken from New Westminster to 
any place in British Columbia. The said 
twelve shillings shall be paid to Ilo.r Ma- 
jesty's Collector, before taking or transport- 
ing aiiy such wares. 

Ballooning. — The greatest elevation 
ever attained, by means of a balloon, was 
during an ascent made by Mr. Green (of 
London) in 1838; the height exceeded 27,- 
OOt) feet, or 5 miles and 600 feet.
